Bartlett he made a daily average dis 
tance of about nine miles, then ac­ 
cording to the 
narrative when he 
started out with only the Esquimos 
and his valet. \vho had been with him 
20 years, he made an average of 26 
miles per day 
Then after returning 
to Bartlett’s camp the 
number of 
miles per day traveled dropped back 
to normal.
